1. Approve DRAFT minutes of November 4, 2020 Regular Water and Wastewater Committee Meeting.

1. Water and Wastewater Update.
None.

E. DISCUSSION ITEMS
1. Discussion Regarding Chair and Vice-Chair.
Decision to appoint Chair and Vice-Chair was settled between Board Members Kevin Graves and Ashley
Porter. Kevin Graves will be Chair and Ashley Porter will be Vice-Chair.
2. Discussion and Provide Possible Feedback on the Proposal to Purchase a New Sludge Dredge in the

Amount of $144,603.20 and Increase the Capital Project Total Budget to $166,294.

District Water Engineer Gregory Harris advised the Committee that the current sludge dredge was installed
in 2004. At 18 years old, it is no longer functioning at its full capacity and is requiring replacement. Crisafulli
has provided the Town with the best possible price for the small scale dredge for sludge lagoons. Cost of
the replacement will be $144,603.20 and Town will add a 15% contingency for a total of $166,294. Staff
recommends presenting this item to the Board for review and possible approval. Also, recommendation is
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made to authorized Town Manager to execute contract of total cost, including tax and freight.

Motion made by Vice-Chair Porter to approve item be presented to the Board.

Second by Chair Graves.

3. Discussion Regarding Water Project Well 1B.

Water Engineer Justin Shobe provided Committee with brief update on Well 1B. It is clogging and not
functioning at its complete capability. The gravel is filling up with bio-growth or oxidation of minerals and
creating a severe decline in water production. The last time the well went through a rehab was over ten
years ago. It needs another rehab and tentative date for rehabbing this well is in March 2021. Veolia’s legal
team is reviewing the list of contractors to continue the planning process for this rehab.

Chair Graves asked Water Engineer Justin Shobe to create a chart to help better understand the
productivity of the wells and easily look at any declination of performance.

4. Discussion Regarding Wastewater Project Denitrification.

Update was provided by District Water Engineer Gregory Harris regarding the denitrification process. The
state requires the removal of natural ammonia nitrate found in wastewater. The ammonia nitrate creates
algae blooms in the delta. The goal is to be 90% complete with the design process of these state
requirements by the end of this month. Water Engineer Justin Shobe spoke about necessary
improvements at the effluent pump at Plant 1.

General Manager Mike Davies and Committee held discussion regarding funding and a previously
approved Reimbursement Resolution.

Water Engineer Justin Shobe requested to place an agenda item to refresh the Board and inform new
Board Members of water projects.
